(i])posite  Cacouna.  lits  Tadousae.  at  tiie  mouth  of  the  ,'-^aj;nt*nav  i  the  ri\-er  liere  \^  Iwetitv  two 
miles  v-dei.  and  the  l)eaiitifnlly-situated  Ta<i<.n-.ic  Imkl  of  the  Kichclicn  and  t  mtarin  N;i 
Conipau)-.  is  seen  standinj;  in  bold  rdiet  aj^ainsl 
the  liackj^romid  of  hill  and  forest. 

Tadonsac  was  the  first  settlement  made  !i\ 
the  French  on  the  vSt  Lawrence,  and  their 
])rMU'ipal  fur-trading  jiost.  The  oriKii'n!  little 
church- the  first  built  in  Canada  i  1047  '—still 
remains  standing  near  the  hcttel.  The  Iia\  on 
which  the  hotel  is  situated,  allows  the  safest  ot 
boating  and  has  a  beantifni  saud.v  l)eacli  within 
a  few  yards  of  the  grounds.  The  golf  links  at 
Tadousae    belong   to    the    Company,    and    are 
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al\v:i\>  open  to  i\w  ^iil-sIs  ol'  tliu  lioU'l.  while  within  llic  ])rL'ini^L-s  arc 
lo  hu  ffjiitni  Itowlinj;.  l)illiarils,  tennis,  crocinet,  etc.     A  visit  ti>  the 

("lovernnicnt  salmon  hatclicry  near  the  wharf,  ninst  not  he 

t'orj;otten,  as  here  may  be  seen  hniKireds  of  these  maj;nificent 

fish  of  all  sizes. 

The  fishinj;  ^rouiuls  are  within  two  miles  of  Tadotisac. 

whence  lakes  C.uillauine  and  Houlanger  are  reached,  then, 
with  pcirtaRes  of  a  few  acres  from  one  another,  are  fonnd  lakes  Sapin,  Long,  Gobeil,  Crand, 
I'aradis,  and  nnmeroiis  other  lakes,  which  abound  with  different  species  of  lake  front  of  the 
Samiest  kind,  weighing  from  three-<|uarter  to  four  i>oiinds.  These  lakes  are  easily  accessible  by 
wagon  road.  There  is  also  excellent  sea  tront  fishing  up  the  Saguenay  river,  within  one  to  two 
miles  from  the  hotel,  and  the  anglers  can  enjoy  excellent  sport,  C.nides,  who  know  the  best  fishing 
pl.aces,  can  be  had  at  Si  .,io  jier  day  and  board.  Boats  and  canoes  extra,  h'or  fnnher  information 
sportsmen  may  applv  to  1'.  li.  lioweu,  resident 
manager,  Tadonsac  Hotel,  Tadousac,  I'.Q.. 
who  is  thoroughly  conversatlt  with  the  tisliing 
grounds  in  proximity  to  Tadonsac. 

As  :i  hay-fe\-er  resort.  Tadonsac  is  un- 
excelled, as  there  is  entire  immnnity  from  the 
disease  here.     During  the  last  three  seasons, 


luimlmls  of  hay-fever  sufferers  from  all  parts  of  the  ruiled  States  ami  Caiiaihi,  who  have  visiteil 
Tadoiisac,  speak  in  the  liiKhcst  terms  of  the  immediate  relief  they  have  obtained  from  this  maladv. 
Owins  to  the  pureness  and  dry-mountain  and  salt  water  air  comhiued,  |>erfeit  iuumnnlv  from 
malaria  is  also  assured. 

A  splendid  orchestra  fnrni-hes  nuisie  evi.ry  eveninj;.  The  daneiiii;  hall  is  lari;e  and  airy  « ith 
waxed  floor. 

Churches  of  different  denominations  have  heeu  ereele.l  l>v  -unnner  resident-  for  the  mn 
\'enieuce  of  visitors,  at  which  eminent  clerg\ men  oflieiale. 

The  steamer  leaves  Tadonsac  at  niK'htfall  to  ])roceeil  up  the  .Sajjuenay  to  L'liicoulinn  -  The 
voy.i^e  down  the  Sagnenay  is  niadeby  daylight,  and  is  one  long  scene  of  wonderment  at  the 
inunensity  and  stern  majesty  of  the  scenery  along  its  shores.  The  Sagnenay  is  a  stupendous 
chasm,  from  one  to  two  and  a  half  miles  wide,  doubtless  of  glacial  origin,  cleft  for  sixtv  live 
miles  through  a  landscape  of  mountains.  It-  depth  is  many  times  greater  than  that  of  th- 
St.  I^awrence.  The  stupendous  jtromontorits  known  as  capes  Triuit\-  and  ICternit\  ,  rising  U)<h^ 
and  i.Soo  feet  above  the  water— are  amongst  the  most  remarkable  cai>es  in  tlie  world.
